Questioned by Pecora, Dawes said 
on April 16, 1932, his bank had a 
capital of $14,000,000 and surplus of

upon any bank making loans to a 
single borrower?”

“Fifteen per cent of the capital 
and surplus of the bank,” Dawes re- 
plied.

DENT-ELECT ROOSEVELT, Feb. 
16.—President-elect Franklin D. 
Roosevelt today related his own 


eye-witness account of the attempt 
made to assassinate him. 

Speeding northward by special 
train, the President-elect gave a 
graphic picture of the confusion 
that prevailed when a fanatic 
felled five spectators in the crowd 
with bullets intended for him. 

Roosevelt said that for three 
blocks, traveling in a motor car, he 
failed to detect a pulse beat in the 
wrist of Mayor Anton J. Cermak, 
of Chicago, believing him dead. 
Cermak was in Roosevelt’s arms 
and was taken to the hospital in 
Roosevelt’s car. 

Here is Roosevelt’s story: 

“IT have heard so many accounts 
myself that I have been trying to 
think what really happened as I 
saw it. 

Thought He Heard Firecracker. 

“After I had finished speaking, 
someone from the talking picture 
people climbed on the back of the 
car and said, ‘You must repeat the 
speech for us.’ I said I would not. 
He said, ‘We have come 1000 miles 
for this.’ I said I am very sorry 
but I can’t do it.” 

“Having said that, I slid off the 
back of the car into my seat. 

“Just then Mayor Cermak came 
forward and I talked with him 
about a minute about Chicago in 
general. Then he moved off be 
hind the car. Bob Clark (one of 
the secret service men) was stand- 
ing right by him. As he moved 
away, a man came forward with a 
long telegram and started telling 
me what it contained. While he was 
talking I leaned forward. 7 

“Just then I heard what I 
thought was a firecracker, then 
heveral more. The man talking 
with me pulled back and the chauf- 
feur started the car. 

“I looked around and saw Mayor 
Cermak doubled up, with Mrs. Gill 
collapsing. I told the chauffeur to 
stop. He did, about 15 feet from 
where we started. The Secret Serv- 
ice men sfiouted to him, ‘Get out 
of the crowd.’ The chauffeur start- 
ed again, and I stopped him again, 
this time at the corner of the band- 
stand. 

“Afraid He Wouldn’t Last.” 

“Looking back I saw Cermak 
being carried along and we put him 
in our car. He was alive but I was 
afraid he wouldn’t last. I got my 
hand on his pulse and found none. 
He was on the seat with me and I 
had my left arm around him. He 
slumped forward. A detective from 
Miami, standing on the running 
board on that side of the car, we 
leaning over him. He said after we 
had gone a couple of blocks he was 
afraid Cermak would not last. 

“I, too, was fearful. Just then 
Cermak straightened up and I got 
his pulse. That was surprising. 
For three blocks I actually believed 
his heart had stopped. 

“I held him all the way to the 
hospital, and his pulse constantly 
improved. It seemed like 25 miles 
to the hospital. I talked to him all 
the way. I remember I said, ‘Tony, 
don’t move—keep quiet—it won't 
hurt if you keep quiet and remain 
perfectly still.’ 


“I found that a bullet—the one 
probably that hit Cermak—grazed 
tne top of Clark’s hand. His hand 
was all bloody and scratched. 

“You know, I knew Bill ‘Sinnott. 
I kidded him at the hospital this 
morning and told him they couldn’t 
hurt him with a bullet in the head. 
It would just bounce off. I left or- 
ders for them to starve him and 
take off at least 20 pounds.”

Zangara, his eyes dilating as he 
talked high up in the Dade County 
Jail, stoday said he had no regrets 
for his attack on President-elect 
Roosevelt. 

Speaking in broken English, the 
prisoner answered questions read- 
ily. Sheriff Hardie, who is some- 
thing of a linguist, helped carry 
the conversation. 

Here is Hardie’s account of the 
examination: 

“Why do you want to kill? Did 
you want to kill the policeman who 
caught you?” 

“I no care to kill police,” the 
prisoner replied. “They work for 
living. As a man 1 like Mister 
Roosevelt. As a President I want 
to kill him. I want to kill all 
Presidents. In Italy 10 years ago, 
I want to kill the King, but I can- 
not get to him.” 

“Are you an anarchist?” 

“I do not b-'~~z to any society. 
I am not an anarchist. Sometimes 
I get big pain in the stomach, too, 
and then I want to kill these presi- 
cents who oppress the working 
men.” 

There is a deep scar on the as- 
sassin’s abdomen. He speaks with- 
out apparent realization of what 
he did. Occasionall-- he grows bit- 
ter. 

He said he came to Miami about 
two months ago, “because they tell 
me it will help these pains in my 
stomach.” 

He has been in the United States 
about nine years and is understood 
to be a naturalized citizen. 

He is caged in a little 
barred cell 21 floors above 
ground in the jail. 5 

He said he bought his 32 cali- 
ber pistol for $8 three days ago 
with the idea of killing President 
Hoover, but he read in a newspa- 
per that President-elect Roosevelt 
was coming here and he changed 
his mind and decided to go after 
Roosevelt. 

He insisted that no one encour- 
aged him or prompted him and 
the? he had not discussed his plans 
with anyone. 

He said he had lost more than 
$200 at the race tracks. 

Police early today took into cus- 
tody on suspicion Andrea Valenti, 
who resided at the same place as 
Zangara. They indicated after long 
examination, however, that they 
did not believe Valenti was identi- 
fied in any way with the attack. 
He was held temporarily in cus- 
tody but the conviction grew that 
it was a one-man job. 


Man of Same Name Known as 
“Model Boarder.”

SIX KILLED WHEN RUMANIAN 
RAIL WORKERS FIGHT TROOPS 


Soldiers Rout Several Thousand 
Barricaded in Shops; 2000 Per- 
sons Arrested.

—Six persons were killed and an 
undetermined number injured in a 
clash today between troops and sev- 
eral thousand workers who barri- 
caded themselves in: the Govern- 
ment Railway shops here.

MIAMI, Fia., Feb. 16.—I thought 
it was all a part of the celebration, 
with some fool firing blank cart- 


ridges, when a pistol sounded 
sharply behind my ear last night 
as I followed President-elect Roose- 
velt. 

Only when Mayor Cermak of Chi- 
cago slumped down before me did 
I realize that my shoulder was be- 
ing used by an assassin to steady 
his aim for an attack on the next 
President of the United States. 

About the same time I got wise 
to this, the tumult broke. Men and 
women screamed and shouted. 
“Kill him! Stop him! Don't let 
him hit Mr. Roosevelt!” were 
among the cries 1 remember. Turn- 
ing about I saw two men bearing 
down on a little, swarthy, stockily 
built man. They certainly man- 
handled him. I didn’t realize for 
the moment that anyone else but 
my old friend Tony Cermak had 
been hit. 

I was near Mr. Roosevelt’s car 
and, of course, my first thought was 
of him. Getting near I heard him 
say: “Tell them I am all right.” I 
knew he had not been hit. Then 
it was a question of getting to the 
telephone. I did and I got called 
1 of names for hanging on to 


The whole thing happened 80 
quickly I don't think any of us re- 
alized for a moment what was oc- 
curring. Mr. Roosevelt was among 
the calmest there. He had a deep 
expression of agony on his face. It 
was not fear for himself. It was 
utter sorrow at the. unfortunate 
fate of his friends. 

Giuseppe Zangara was standing 
on a bench and was about 25 feet 
away from the Roosevelt car when 
he fired. He was almost stripped 
of clothing when the police pulled 
him away and shackled him to a 
car. 
Cermak was standing with W. W. 
Wood of Miami, near the Roosevelt 
car, when the shooting took place. 


Woman Tried to Choke Assassin to 
Stop Shooting, Witness Says. 
PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 16.— 

Robert P. Gore, intimate friend of 

President-elect Roosevelt who was 

standing by Mr. Rooesvelt’s auto- 

mobile at Miami last night, told the 

Philadelphia Record over the tele- 

phone that a woman threw her 

arms around the assassin’s neck 
and tried to strangle him while he 
wag still shooting. 

“It happened so suddenly that 
the crowd of 10,000 people massed. 
about the President-elect was sim- 
ply stunned into inaction,” Gore 
said. 

“Mr. Roosevelt had raised him- 
self up in the rear seat of the open 
automobile, which had stopped in 
the center of the crowd. His feet 
were on the seat and he was half- 
sitting, half-reclining, on the top 
cushions. He said only a few words 
of greeting—speaking less than two 
minutes. 

1 was standing alongside the 

car, with my foot resting on the 

rear hub cap, not three feet from 

Mr. Roosevelt. The shots were 

ired in quick succession. The Pres- 
enfelect slipped down from his 
rch on tlfe top of the seat. 
couldn't realize what had hap- 
pened until I turned my head and 
saw Margaret Keyes, who. was 
standing beside me, slump to the 
ground. One of the bullets-—prob- 
ably the first one—struck her in 
the back of the head. As she raised 
her arm a second bullet pierced 
her hand. 

“I stooped over to pick her up, 
the President’s car began to move 
away. I looked up, wondering if 
Roosevelt had been hit, and I saw 
him wave his hand to the crowd. 

“The bullets that hit Miss Keyes 
could not have missed the Presi- 
dent by more than two feet, and 
they probably came closer to him 
than that. * 

“While I was trying to lift Miss 
Keyes, I looked to my left, and 
there was Mayor Cermak, lying on 
the ground. He had not been with 
the Roosevelt party, but had been 
sitting in the front row of a small 
grand stand, about 20 feet away 
from the President-elect’s car. He 
fell about 19 feet away from me. 

“Two men took Miss Keyes out 
of my arms and I rushed over to 
where Zangara was being overpow- 
ered. A woman had-thrown her 
arms about Zangara's neck and was 
trying to choke him while he was 
still blazing away. Then two men 
one a Deputy Sheriff, I heard 
later—overpowered him. ] 

“When I reached Zangara he had

Mayor Cermak and I were to- 
gether on the front row of the stage 
and he was reminiscing of the mo- 
ment at the Chicago Democratic 
convention when William G. Mc- 
Adoo had supported Roosevelt for 
the presidency, and he (Cermak) 
attempted to still the booing, yell- 
ing crowd that was attempting to 
shout McAdoo down. 


Roosevelt Beckons to Cermak. 


As Roosevelt rode in his car to 
the front of the open air stage he 
noticed Cermak and beckoned to 
him. Cermak said to me, I want 
to shake his hand and speak to 
him, but will wait until he gets 
through at the microphone,” 


(Roosevelt had not left the car, 
but was handed a microphone and 
raised himself to a sitting posture 
on the tonneau of the lowered 
touring car top.) 

As Roosevelt finished speaking, a 
roar of applause broke out from the 
immense crowd and he turned to 
smile at the audience. Just at that 
moment I took Mayor Cermak by 
the arm and urged that he hasten 
before the President-elect’s motor 
car got away, as there was but a 
few minutes before his train was 
due to depart. 

We stepped to the side of the mo- 
tor car. Roosevelt shouted a cheery, 
“Hello, there.“ Mayor Cermak 
leaned forward and vigorously 
wrung Roosevelt’s hand and then 
leaned back from the side of the 
automobile, both realizing that they 
had but a few moments to spend 
together. 

The crowd began to press around 
the President-elect’s car and the 
chauffeur threw it into gear. Mayor 
R. B. Gautier of Miami, who was 
riding with Roosevelt in the back 
seat, turned his head at that mo- 
ment and I leaned forward to say, 
“This is Mayor Cermak of Chicago,” 
with my arms still linked in that 
of Cermak. 


At that moment two shap explo- 
sions rang out and I lifted my head 
to see, not 30 feet away, a dark, 
short bushy-haired man holding a 
nickel-plated revolver in his hand, 
and in a second three more shots 
blazed out. 

Roosevelt, at the first shots, did 
not turn his head, and it was not 
until the last was fired that he 
looked around quickly, as though 
just realizing that an attempt may 
have been made on his life. At 
that moment the automobile shot 
ahead. : 
Even at the moment I did not 
realize that Cermak was shot, al- 
though our arms still were linked. 
Cermak’s only words were, “The 
President; get him away.” 


W. W. Wood, Democratic county 
committee member, leaped forward 
and shouted, “Cermak’s shot,” and 
seized his other arm. Cermak, still 
standing erect walked with Wood 
and me behind the President's car, 
which had just departed, as some- 
one shouted to the chauffeur of 
Roosevelt's car, “For God's sake, a 
man has been shot.” 


I want to kill the President—I 
kill the President. Too many peo- 
ple are starving to death, I'm glad 
I got Cermak.’” 


“The Deputy Sheriff snapped 
handcuffs onto Zangara’s wrists 
just as a half dozen policemen 
burst through the crowd. A car 
was standing nearby with a trunk 
rack on the rear, but no trunk was 
on the rack. The policemen and 
the deputy threw Zangara on the 
trunk rack, stood on him and drove 
the car away to the police station

Recalls Attempt to Kill 
King and Queen in 

1912.

ROME, Feb. 16.—The statement 
of the Miami assassin, Giuseppe 
Zangara, that he wanted to kill the 
King of Italy, but never had a 
chance, recalled the attempt on 
King Victor Emmanuel’s life 
March 14, 1912. 

While the King and Queen were 
driving to the Pantheon for a mass 
in commemoration of his father, 
King Humbert, who was assassi- 
nated in 1900, three shots were 
fired at them by Antonio D’Alba, 
21-year-old plasterer of Rome. 

The King and Queen were un- 
touched, but a Maj. Lang was se- 
riously wounded. D’Alba was ar- 
rested immediately and an investi- 
gation disclosed that no others 
were involved. He was sentenced 
to life imprisonment. ; 

Premier Mussolini was informed 
of the attempt on President-elect 
Roosevelt’s life as soon as he awak- 
ened today. He expressed gratifi- 
cation the President- elect was un- 
harmed. 


Great Britain Shocked, but Grati- 
fied That Roosevelt Escaped. « 
By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Feb. 16.—Great Brit- 
ain was greatly shocked by reports 
of the attempt on President-elect 
Roosevelt’s life. Editorial expres- 
sions expressing gratification for 
the President-elect’s escape ap- 
peared in the afternoon papers. 

“That the assassin missed the 
President-elect seems little short of 
a miracle—the miraculous preser- 
vation of one destined to do great 
service for the world,” said the Eve- 
ning News. 

United States Ambassador Mel- 
lon, informed of the attempt on 
Roosevelt’s life, said: “I can con- 
ceive of no crime that would out- 
rage the American people more 
than an attempt on the life of their 
President or President-elect. I con- 
gratulate Mr. Roosevelt with all my 
heart that no harm has come to 
him.” 


German Spokesman Expresses: Dis- 
may; Hopes Cermak Will Recover.

BERLIN, Feb. 16.—The German 
people’s reaction to the attempted 
assassination of President-elect 
Roosevelt was expressed today by 
Dr. Hans Heinrich Dieckhoff, chief 
of the American division of the 
Foreign Office. :

MIAMI, Fla., Feb. 16.—Here is 
the speech made by President-elect 
Roosevelt to the people of Miami 
at Bay Front Park just before he 
was fired upon: 

“Mr. Mayor, my friends of Miami, 
I am not a stranger here because 
for a great many years I used to 
come down here. I haven't been 
here for seven years, but I am com- 
ing back—I have firmly resolved 
not to make this the last time. I 
have had a very wonderful 12 days 
fishing in these Florida and Ba- 
hama waters. It has been a won- 
derful rest and we have caught a 
great many fish. 

“T am not going to attempt to 
tell you any fish stories and the 
only fly in the ointment on my trip 
has been that I have put on about 
10 pounds. So that means, among 
the-other duties which I shall have 
to perform when I get North, is 
taking those 10 pounds off. I hope 
very much to come down here next 
winter and to see all of you and to 
have another wonderful 10 days or 
two weeks in Florida waters.

orders, called on Chief Repperger 
of Hackensack and Chief Murphy 
of Paterson to make a thorough in- 
vestigation into the life and asso- 
ciates of Zangara. 
According to Repperger’s first re- 
port, Zangara was from the region 
of Calabria in Italy, came to the 
United States 11 years ago and set- 
tled in Paterson. Two years ago 
he took out his citizenship papers 
in Paterson, although he had moved 
to Hackensack in the meantime. 
He voted in Hackensack in 1931. 

For.a period in 1931, no informa- 
tion concerning him is available, it 
being said that he was supposed to 
have gone to South America.

Tom Armour Grabbed Arm of 
Assailant and With Officer 
Disarmed Him. ‘

MIAMI, Fia., Feb. 16.—Tom Ar- 
mour of Miami, one of a group of 
spectators who seized the man at- 
tempting to shoot President-elect 


Franklin D. Roosevelt, today gave 
his account of the assassination at- 
tempt. 

“I was standing right behind the 
man as the President-elect finished 
his speech,” Armour said. “The 
camera man had Mr. Roosevelt 
turn and at that time I saw the 
man in front of me level a pistol 
at what seemed to me to be the 
President-elect’s head. 

He fired one shot before I could 
grab his arm. Immediately after 
he fired that shot I grabbed his 
arm and pushed it up in the air. 
Then a policeman took a running 
jump at him and he struck me and 
all three of us fell to the ground. 

“T am positive if it hadn’t been 
for the help of several others this 
man would have shot the President- 
elect.” 

Armour’s story was corroborated 
by Police Officer L. G. Crews, who 
leaped at the would-be assassin and 
who recovered his pistol when the 
man was overpowered. 

“N, B. Clark, R. H. Jackson, fel- 
low officers and I,” Crews said, 
“jumped over the seats onto the 
man, knocking him to the ground. 
I grabbed his gun, which had been 
knocked from his hand when we 
landed on him. Persons in the 
crowd started to attack him. 

“We rescued him from the crowd 
and put him on the trunk rack of 
the Secret Service automobile that 
had been loaded with the wounded 
persons. 

“After we stopped at the hospital 
we took him to the jail.”

Scene of the Shooting. 

The attempted assassination came 
as a melodramatic climax to a hap- 
py scene of welcome in beautiful 
Bay Front Park. The President- 
elect had just returned from his 
10-day fishing trip, tanned, healthy, 
ready for the task ahead of him. 
He drove to the crowded park and 
spoke a few words of greeting to 
thousands gathered there. 

Then Zangara, a swarthy former 
bricklayer, climbed on a bench be- 
side of Mrs. W. F. Cross of Miami. 
He rested a pistol on the shoulder 
of a man in front of him and fired 
at the Ropsevelt car, some 25 feet 
away. 

Uproar |was immediate. Mrs. 
Cross clutthed the arm of the as- 
sassin, spoiling his aim at the Pres- 
ident-elect] But those close to him 
were less fortunate. 

Citizens,| police and secret ser- 
vice men hurled themselves on Zan- 
gara. The\cry of “kill him” rose 
from the crowd. Then Mayor Anton 
Cermak of Chicago fell with a bul- 
let in his gWdomen. Nearby Mrs. 
Joe Gill dropped to the pavement 
with a similar wound. Miss Kruis, 
Sinnott and Caldwell then were 
wounded. 

President-Elect’s Reaction. 

The reaction of the President- 
elect was immediate. His concern 
was entirely for the injured. Wav- 
ing to the crowd, he told those near 
him, “Tell them I am all right.” 
Into his own car he ordered the 
secret service men to place the 
wounded Mayor of Chicago. And 
they drove to the hospital, Cermak 
held tight in the arms of his party’s 
leader, who spoke words of en- 
couragement to him. Following the 
Roosevelt car, the other wounded 


then were transported to the hos- if 


pital. 

At the hospital Mayor Cermak 
said to Mr. Roosevelt: “I am 
mighty glad it was me instead of 
you. I wish you would be careful, 
the country: needs you. 

We need men like you,” replied 
Mr. Roosevelt. 

Mrs. Cross said: When the 
President-elect stood up to make 
his speech so many stood up in 
front of me that I couldn't see. So 
I stood up on the benches. This 
man stood up with me and the 
bench almost folded up. I looked 
around. Then I saw he had a pis- 
tol and he began shooting toward 
the President-elect. I grabbed his 
hand which held the pistol and 
pushed it up in the air and called 
for help. Tom Armour also grabbed 
his hand, and we held it up in the 
air so he couldn’t shoot any more.

Police details were doubled and 
every precaution exercised by the 
city. So strong was the detail that 
some of the press members of the 
Roosevelt party were temporarily 
arrested when they sought to get 
back to the Roosevelt train.

Seized by Police in East St. 
Louis Pharmacy—One 
Names. Third Man, Who 
Also Is Jailed. 


Three Scott Field soldiers, who 
: ught to increase their income 


through robbery, are in jail in East 
St. Louis following the capture of 
1 7 of them while holding up a 
drug store last night. The thira 
man was implicated in previous 
voldups. 

The prisoners were identified as 
Corporal Wayne D. Miller, 26 years 
old, who enlisted five years ago 
from St. Joseph, Mo.; Private Ed- 
win Womack, 30, whose home is in 
Columbia, Ky.; and Private Gordon 
Lehman, 2, of Henderson, Minn. 
All were attached to the Fifteenth 
Observation Squadron. 

Detective’s Story of Capture. 

Miller and Womack, in civilian 
clothes, were captured in the drug 
store of G. A. Hartnagel, 656 Col- 


linsville avenue, by Detective Ser- 


geant John Foley and Detective 
Robert Sweeney, who saw them 
enter the store with drawn revol- 
vers. Sergt. Foley's account of the 
capture follows: 

“We were cruisin- in a scoyt car 
about 8 o'clock and on nearing 
Hartnagel’s corner saw two men 
leave a parked sedan and enter the 
store. We noted that they drew re- 
volvers on reaching the door. 
Stopping our machine I directed 
Sweeney to go to the rear while I 
went to the front door and opened 
it, calling on the men to surrender. 
One of them grabbed William Lick- 
enfelder, a clerk, around the neck, 
and, using him as a shield, started 
for the door. Detective Sweeney, 
who had been watching through a 
window at the side of the building, 
fired a shot through the glass. Both 
robbers handed their revolvers to 
Lickenfelder, and gave up.” 

Miller, the leader in the holdup, 
confessed, police say, that he held 
up the same store two weeks ago 
and robbed three other drug stores 
last month. He named Lehman as 
his accomplice in the previous rob- 
| beries, explaining that Lehman was 
on guard duty last night and Wo- 
mack had agreed to go along. Leh- 
man was arrested at Scott Field 
and confessed, police state. Womack 
made a confession in last night's 
| robbery. 

The Other Robberies. 

In the previous holdup at Hart- 
nagle's store the robbers obtained 
$60 from the cash drawer and $250 
from a postal substation in the 
place. The other robberies in East 
St. Louis were: Novack Drug Store, 
Ridge avenue and Seventeenth, $u: 
Dillman Drug Store, 2700 State 
street, $27, and a third store which 
Miller and Lehman declared they 
were unable to identify. 

In the store besides Lickenfelder 
when the robbers entered last night 
were Hartnagle and another clerk, 
Frank Ryckman. The robbers did 
not have time to take anything be- 
fore the police appeared. 

Corporal Miller’s army pay was 
$44 a month. He has a wife and 
child from whom he is, separated. 
Lehman, who had a specialist rat- 
ing, was paid $45 a month. Wom- 
ack, beginning his third enlistment, 
received $35 a month. 

Because a postal substation is in 
Hartnagel's store, police turned the 
prisoners over to Federal authori- 
ties.

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THOMASSON DIED 
A NATURAL DEATH, 
GORONER DECIDES 


Verdict !ssued at Little Rock 
After Chemist Reports 


There Are No Traces of 


Poison. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Feb. 16.— 
Coroner Lawson C. Aday of Pulaski 
County announced here today his 
verdict that Hugh W. Thomasson, 
St. Louis real estate owner, died 
of natural causes. The verdict was 
issued after Dr. Aday had received 
a report from State Chemist Man- 
gelsdorf that there were no traces 
of poison in Thomasson’s internal 
organs. de 

The viscera was submitted to the 
State Chemist a week ago follow- 
ing exhumation of the body at the 
direction of the Prosecuting Attor- 
ney. Thomasson, who was 76 years 
old, died here Jan. 28 and his death 
was not announced in St. Louis un- 
til nine days‘ afterward. His at- 
tending physician, Dr. Horace A. 
Ruff, gave heart disease as the 
cause of death, with ptomaine poi- 
soning a contributory factor. 

The chemist’s report, as quoted 
by Dr. Aday, was: “A chemical 
analysis of the viscera submitted 
for examination did not s the 
presence of any mineral, organic or 
alkaloidal poison.” 

Calling attention to the results of 
the examination, Dr. Aday said, 
“My verdict is that Hugh W. 
Thomasson’s death was due to nat- 
ural causes.” 

An autopsy by the Coroner's phy- 
sicians last week disclosed an en- 
largement of Thomasson's heart 
and the presence of a valvular dis- 
ease. Dr. Ruff had treated him 
only once, on the day before his 
death, and found him dead when 
called the next day. 

Part of the viscera had been ob- 
tained by attorneys for Thomas- 
son’s young widow, Mrs. Grace Car- 
olyn Thomasson, for a separate ex- 
amination. Mrs Thomasson re- 
turned to Little Rock from St. Louis 
last week to direct efforts to get 
possession of her husband’s $750,000 
estate.

The Chouteau Trust Co. and the 
Sarah-Olive Bank will be liquidat- 
ed since reorganizations are not 
contemplated, Creiguton B. Calfee, 
Special Deputy Finance Commis 
sioner in charge of the depositories, 
announced today with the filing of 
inventories in the Recorder's office. 

Calfee said that offices would be 
opened in each bank for the con- 
venience of depositors and custom- 
ers. The Chouteau Trust Co. is at 
4030 Chouteau avenue and the 
Sarah-Olive Bank at 4055 Olive 
street. Both banks were closed 
Jan. 16 after heavy withdrawals. 

Chouteau Trust Inventory. 

The inventory of the Chouteau 
Trust Co. shows balancing resources 
and liabilities of $1,043,272, includ- 
ing deposits of $572,992 among the 
liabilities. As deposits totaled $668,- 
835 on Dec. 10, 1932, the day of the 
bank’s last statement, this would 
indicate net withdrawals of $95,863 
in the five weeks before the bank 
was closed. 

The resources include $269,850 in 
mortgage notes; $225,015 in loans 
and discounts; $223,212 in securi- 
ties; $55,286 in Government bonds;

R. Cox, bank president who fied 


from here in May, 1921, just before 
a $193,169 shortage was disclosed, 
died under an assumed name in 
Mexico in 1929 has been made 
known with allowance of a $2000 
insurance claim on the Modern 


Woodmen of America. Actual pay- 
ment has been deferred pending 
posting of bond required in such a 
case. The widow, Mrs. Emma Finty 
Cox, lives in in. 

With the passing of the law do- 
ing away with private banks, it be- 
came necessary fr the Orchard 
City Bank of Xenia to reorganize. 
Cox, seeing no way out of his dif- 
ficulties, then fled. Only $6000 in 
liberty bonds was found in the 
vaults. 

Cox, 52 years old at the time he 
fled, was known as the “father of 
Xenia,” and also was referred to 
as the “pride of Clay County.” He 
was a leader in church, civic, fra- 
ternal, and social affairs and was 
particularly active in charity work. 
He once ran for Congress but was 
defeated. | 

It is said that when the news of | 
his peculations became known, the 
citizens of Xenia held a mass 
meeting at which it was voted to 
invite Cox back home since it was 
felt that the town needed him 
more than it did the $193,169. For |

The bill brings seven municipally 
owned utilities, except water plants, 
under its requirements.

Surgery More Than Opiates. 

A proposal of national and inter- 
national steps to help America back 
to prosperity was sketched for the 
committee yesterday by John W. 
Davis to aid a nation which he 
sees as “more in need of surgery 
than of opiates.” 

Davis told the committee in an- 
swering by telegraph its invitation 
to appear that he had nothing to 
offer “that has not already been 
exhaustively discussed,” but added:

Revise the tariff with “a delib- 
erate purpose of promoting foreign 
trade,” and readjust the foreign 
debt settlements. 

Repeal the eighteenth amend- 
ment. 

Abolish, consolidate and reduce

WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—The 
greatest single issue .confronting 
the new administration, in the opin- 
ion of Senator James Coyzens, In- 
dependent Republican of Michigan. 
is whether the Federal Government 
shall withdraw the aid it is now 
giving to the banks, railroads, in- 
surance companies and other agen- 
cies through the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation or shall expand 
its aid to include any citizen who 
may offer adequate collateral. 
Couzens has made a close study of 
the workings of the R. F. C. 

The question,“ said Couzens, is 
whether we shall open the Treas- 
ury door to everyone or close it to 
everyone. 

“I supported the creation of the 
R. F. C., in its present form on 
the theory that by aiding the rail- 
roads, the banks and other selected 
institutions, we would greatly bene- 
fit the great body of bank deposi- 
tors and borrowers, insurance pol- 
icy holders and the like, and thus 
stimulate general recovery. 

“But after watching the opera- 
tions of the R. F. C. and financial 
developments in general during the 
past year, I have about concluded 
that the Federal Government either 
has to support the debt structure 
for all its citizens or stop going to 
the rescue of any of them. 


Unfair Discrimination. 


“I can see no justification for 
picking out one class of citizens and 
putting the Government credit back 
of their debts, while neglecting an- 
other group who have two or three 
times as much debt and are equally 
if not more important as a part 
of the national life.” 

Couzens said he had this thought 
in mind when he quizzed Arthur A 
Ballantine, Under Secretary of the 
Treasury, at à committee hearing 
recently, as to the amount of money 
that the Government could borrow 
under present conditions. Ballan- 
tine refused to give an opinion. 

Couzens disclosed that a sugges- 


tion had come to him from a high- 


ranking Democratic leader that the 
lending power of the R. F. C. 
should be increased to 10 billion 
dollars and its authority broadened 
so as to permit loans to any citizen 
or corporation offering adequate 
collateral. 

“I am not ready at this time,” he 
said, “to commit myself to any such 
plan, but I believe it should be 
closely studied in conjunction with 
the alternative I have suggested of 
largely withdrawing Government 
aid to business and strictly balanc- 
ing the Government budget. It is 
clear to me that we cannot go on 
attempting to move in both direc- 
tions, as we have done so far.” 

Senator Couzens declared he was 
further convinced that the Govern- 
ment of itself could not hope to put 
an end to the depression and to re- 
store some 12,000,000 men now out 
of work to profitable employment. 

Administering Narcotics. 

“The most the Government can 
do,” he said, “is to administer nar- 
cotics which -will keep the patient 
alive until he recovers by himself. 

“A man who has made a thor- 
ough study of past depressions told 
me the.other day that no single act 
or remedy instituted by Govern- 
ment has brought about the end of 
any depression. The remedy has 
always lain with the people them- 
selves. And while I do not want 
to say that history always repeats 
itself, I can’t see anything yet pro- 
posed that will bring about re- 
covery from the present depres- 
sion.” 

“You mean,” he was asked, “that 
recovery will result from something 
not now in sight?“ 

“That’s it,” he said. 

“Do you see anything in the many 
proposals now before Congress, 
such as bankruptcy 
farm relief and the like, 
might point the way out?” 

“Frankly, I dont,” he said. “Some 
of these things may be mecessary 
as a measure of temporary relief. 
We may have to go even farther in 
this direction than has been so far 
suggested, but the stimulus for re- 
covery ultimately must come from 
the people themselves.”

A Dissent From Mr. Mills’ Analysis. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
ECRETARY of the Treasury Mills, 
in his speech read Feb. 11, attributes 

the current economic stress to uncertain- 
ty and lack of confidence, declares that 
there is no dearth of money and so op- 
poses inflation. 

The consensus appears to be that the 
depression was not precipitated by a lack 
of money or currency, but was precipi- 
tated by an undue concentration of the 
wealth of the country, in whieh the 
wealth of one industrialist increased some 
$37,000,000 in one year, in which the 
wealth of another industrialist and also 
politician increased some $7,000,000 in one 
year, and in which the Secretary, him- 
self, inherited some $45,000,000 to add to 
the millions that he was already supposed 
to possess. 

Now these people who through special 
privileges have been able to concentrate 
so much wealth, and, through the power 
of that wealth, have controlled the po- 
litical and economic destinies of the na- 
tion, do not want any equitable redistri- 
bution of wealth. They do not want a 
general liquidation, and they do not want 
any inflation. They just want to in- 
crease and retain all of their undeserved 
wealth, leaving the workman and the 


farmer to bear all the burden of liquida- 


tion which the selfishness of the over- 
privileged people imposed, while they 
stand proudly above and blather about 
uncertainty and lack of confidence. 

It is conceivable that a deflation can 
progress in its ravages until it brings 
the over-privileged crashing down from 
their pinnacle of selfishness into the 
slough of despair to suffer with the oth- 
er hapless victims of their greediness. 

It is unimaginable that inflation alone 
can bring permanent prosperity to the 
mass of the people, but it is credible that 
limited inflation can serve to arrest 
liquidation, and can serve to accelerate 
business activity. ; 

To retain prosperity, measures equit- 
ably to distribute wealth and income; 
measures to eliminate special and over- 
privilege, and also under-privilege; mea- 
sures to bring about removal of detri- 
mental trade barriers; measures to curb 
extravagances in all divisions of gévern- 
ment; measures to place the business of 
the country more nearly on a cash basis; 
measures to secure uniform banking reg- 
ulation in which the amount of capital 
must have a certain proportionate rela- 
tion to the total of deposits; measures 
seeking to regulate public utilities so 
that they really serve the public, and 
do not serve merely to charge high rates 
so as to earn dividends and interest on 
a blue sky capitalization; and measures 
seeking to teach people that excessive 
greediness is not a virtue, seem neces- 
sary. : JUNIUS JR.

RAIDING THE POOR MAN’S BUTTER. 
Margarine, perhaps the most harassed American 
food product, is again on trial at Jefferson City, 
where proposed legislation would impose on nut m 
garine a tax of 10 cents a pound, approximately 100 
per cent of the retail price. Nut margarine contains 
coconut’ oil, imported from the Philippines, so the 
practical effect of the pending bill is to impose a 
tariff against coconut oll and in favor of cottonseed, 
peanut and other domestic oils’ used in margarine 
manufacture. Since free trade still exists between the 
United States and the islands, wouldn't the Missouri 
Legislature be rather ambitious to go Hawley-Smoot- 
ing on its own hook? | | ' 
To be quite serious about it, so high a tax on nut 
margarine, whose flavor is apparently preferred to 
margarines made from domestic olis, is obviously an 
attempt to subsidize butter or other margarines in 
Missouri, at the expense of the very poorest people. 
Margarine is the poor man’s butter. He buys it be- 
cause he cannot afford real butter, not that he does 
not prefer real butter. It may be open to argument 
that butter should be subsidized, but let us not make 


of the lowest income classes. Nor, if a poor man pre- 
fers nut margarine, should we force him to eat a 
kind which he finds less palatable. 

For nearly 50 years, margarine has been the butt 

of taxing authorities. In 1886, under the guise of 
taxation, Congress passed a law which, in effect, 
regulated the manufacture and sale of the product. 
Special taxes were imposed. Today, the manufactur- 
er- of margarine pays a tax of $600 a year, the whole- 
saler a tax of $200, the retailer a tax of $6; in addi- 
tion, a Federal tax of one-fourth of a cent a pound 
is imposed on all margarine produced. In 1902, Con- 
gress levied a tax of 10 cents a pound on all arti- 
ficially colored margarine and, in 1931, it placed the 
same tax on all yellow margarine, regardless of the 
nature of the coloring. Since margarine eaters pre- 
fer the yellow color, and since it can be harmlessly 
produced from vegetable substances, this legislation 
was highly discriminatory. 
In addition to Federal raids upon the margarine 
industry, periodic assaults upon the product are made 
in the states. A nation-wide movement was launched 
in 1930 to introduce bills in every state Legislature 
taxing margarine approximately 100 per cent of its 
value, to raise it to the price of butter and hence 
drive it off the market. Such bills were actually 
introduced in 38 states and in 11 were enacted into 
law. In five states, where the question of prohibi- 
tive margarine taxation has gone to a referendum 
vote at the polls, the voters have disapproved it. 

So the current proposal in the Missouri Legislature 
is no new experience to the margarine people. They 
know full well, as do the backers of the bill, that it 
is not designed as a revenue measure, but that it 
seeks tojuse the power to tax as the power to destroy. 
There are instances where such drastic use of taxing 
authority is justified, but not where the object is a 
food product and the victims are comprised in the 
“submerged tenth” of our population.

How State Bar Acts Work 


Excerpts from addresses by leading lawyers in two of the 10 states which have such 
acts reveal satisfaction with results; hidden delinquencies are brought to light and 
offenders made to pay the, penalty; public atttitude toward bai has changed in 
California, while Oklahoma finds higher professional standards are brought about.

Hw movement for bar integration is an 
T outstanaing fact in the American bar 

today. During the last 10 years, in 10 
states integrated bars have been established 
by legislative enactments and are now suc- 
cessfully operating. During the last three 
or four years, in some 15 to 20 other states 
voluntary bar associations have undertaken 
campaigns to secure such legislation, No 
other movement has ever taken such a hold 
upon the organized American bar. 

We may well ask the reason. In Califor- 
nia, an adverse popular verdict was the im- 
mediate cause of bar integration.

Prolongation of human life, the great goal of med- 
ical science, has becomé in many instances a curse 
instead of a blessing.

It is another instance 
where our economic and social systems lag behind 
scientific progress. Dr. Pottenger’s point was that 
modern industrial society has little use for the aged. 
It utilizes human beings during their early and 
middle years, pays them too little to provide a stake 
for old age, then casts them aside when they grow 
gray. They end in destitution and discouragement, 
as dependents on the younger generation or in alms 
houses. Under these conditions, the doctor said, 
“public health measures become a mockery, and work 
an injury rather than a blessing.” ;

T/ECONOMIST DISCUSSES T 
~ BUYERS AND INCOME 


C. L. Hodge of St. Louis U. 
Speaks at League of Women 
Voters Institute. 


The basic fact that the people 
who do most ot the nation’s buy- 
ing get a smaller and smaller 
share of the nation’s income was 
get forth in detail at the League 
of Women Voters’ Institute on 
Economic Control yesterday at 
Washington University. 

Attendance demonstrated acute 
interest. Somewhat more than ca- 


pacity crowds attended an after- 
noon session and a dinner, and 
Graham Memorial Chapel was well 
filled for an evening mass meet- 
ing. Listening to the economists 
were professors of mathematics, 
European literature, Greek, botany, 
zoology and history. 

The unequal flow of income to 
particular industries, and the fall 
of buying power while productive 
capacity rose, were discussed by C. 
L. Hodge, St. Louis University 
economist, as an underlying factor 
which prolonged the depression 
and might have caused it independ- 
ent of other known factors. Be- 
tween 20 and 25 per cent of the 
gainfully occupied were owners and 
managers, he pointed out, while 75 
to 80 per cent were wage-earners 


and employes on small salary. 


Income on Consumption. 

Ay income of these employes 
and their dependents,” he said, “fur- 
nish the largest part of the market 
demand for consumption goods, 
while the ownership class with 
their greater incomes provide the 
overwhelming bulk of the capital 
savings. If the buying power of 
the masses lags too far behind the 
value of the goods produced, indus- 
try is unable to sell at a profit, and 
the whole productive process is apt 
to stall, bringing distress to all 
classes. | 

“It is a trite fact that 15 per cent 
of the population receives nearly 
19 per cent of the total nationai 
income, that 25 per cent goes to 
but 10 per cent of the people, that 
perhaps as high as 80 per cent of 
those gainfully occupied receive 
less than $2000 per year, but it is 
a significant fact in terms of rela- 
tive purchasing power and of social 
velfare, : 

A formidable array:of figures 
buttressed his statements that in- 
terest and dividend increase had 
steadily outstripped wages, that 
the average yearly income of the 
wage-earner was $300 to $700 below 
the lowest authoritative figures on 
the minimum for tolerable family 
existence, and that the mass of 
wage-earners in consequence 
lacked buying power to fill needs, 
let alone such “conveniences” as 
furnaces or bathtubs, which 30 
per cent of all families still lacked. 

“We might have.done well to 
supplant our late lamented doc- 
trine of high wages with higher 
wages,” he remarked. . 


Labor Greatest Loser. 


“Since the beginning of the de- 
pression, all classes of income re- 
celvers have been affected. We are 
only too familiar with the visible 
facts. Nevertheless, serious as have 
been the losses to the ownership 
class, they have been considerably 
less than those suffered by labor. 

“While wage rates were fairly 
well maintained during the early 
part of the depression, total pay- 
rolls were deflated through the 
process of unemployment and part 
time work. This in turn reduced 
purchasing power and led to fur- 
ther unemployment and ultimately 
to reductions in wage rates. There 
is no question but that much of this 
wage reduction was made in an at- 
tempt to bolster profits and divi- 
dends. 

“It is only fair to add that once 
the vicious spiral has begun no in- 
dividual producer can by himself 
resist the process. If, from motives 
of humanity or of belief in the doc- 
trine of high wages, he maintains 
his payrolls, he soon discovers that 
his competitors, by lowering theirs 
temporarily through wage cuts are 
driving him out of business.” 

Prof. Paul H. Douglas Speaks. 

Depressions and nationalism 
leading to war were cited by Prof. 
Paul H. Douglas of the University 
of Chicago as two major forms of 
waste under capitalism. Citing the 
resistance of capitalists to meas- 
ures designed to preserve capital- 
ism, he remarked that “no institu- 
tion is perfect and permanent,” and 
“as feudalism died through the 
stupidity of the feudalists, capital- 
ism may die through the stupidity 
of the capitalists.” . 

But he did not expect it to die 
“if the depression lasts only two 
or three years more.” He added, “I 
believe we can do something un- 
der capitalism, by invoking some 
non-capitalistic force, against the 
opposition of capitalism, to put 
capitalism on its feet.” 

Dr. Hazel Kyrk of Chicago Uni- 
versity, tracing the historic rise 
in standards of living, said that in 
the depression families were doing 
their laundry at home, using fewer 
lights or giving up electricity, gas 
and telephones, letting automobiles 
stand idle and children stay eut of 
school, and suffering discourage- 
ment through loss of savings and 
failure to “get ahead.” 5

He loaded the 
body on a truck and drove to the 
Moline High Bridge over Rock Riv- 
er. From the highest point of the 
bridge he dropped the body on to 
the ice, thinking its weight would 
break the ice and it would disap- 
pear in the water. 

The body, however, did not break 
the ice. It was found there by two 
boys as they walked across the 
river the next morning. 

Meyer said he did not know at 
the time he disposed of the body 
whether the girl was dead. Physi- 
cians said after the body was 
found that she died after having 
been on the ice for several hours. 
They based their opinion on the 
fact that the heart had pumped 
blood into various organs after she 
had been in the position in which 
she was found. 

Meyer admitted he left a ran- 
som note demanding $2000 at the 
residence of her stepfather and 
mother, Mr. and Mrs. Jacob Mark, 
in Rock Island after he had dis- 
posed of the body.

Two of the three commissioners, 
William Muldoon and Gen. John J.

Carnera’s Blows Held “Exciting 
Influence” in Schaaf’s Death. 


By the Associated Press, 

NEW.YORK, Feb. 16.—It is quite 
probable that a brain condition pre- 
viously unsuspected contributed 
largely to the cause of Ernie 
Schaaf’s death, but there is no 
question in the mind of Dr. Phillip 
Goodhart, professor of clinical neu- 
rology at Columbia University, that 
the blows of Primo Carnera exer- 
cised an exciting influence. 

“It is quite possible,” said Dr. 
Goodhart, commenting on the 
causes of Schaaf’s death, “that the 
lesion was a small tumor, or cyst, 
or a localized inflammatory process 
that had been in Schaaf’s brain, 
possibly for some time, and had 
lain dormant, causing no disturb- 
ances and therefore unnoticed.

Baked Bean Soup. 


To one large can of pork and 
beans add one-half cup of to- 
mato pulp, one sliced onion, 
four cups of soup stock and a 
stalk of celery. Simmer for 
one-half hour. Press through 
a sieve. Return to the stove 
and season with salt and pep- 
per to taste and a teaspoon 
of Worcestershire sauce. In 
each soup plate place a slice of 
lemon and pour in the hot 
soup. 


Fricadeles. 


Chop, do not grind, enough 
meat to have at least two 
cups, and enough boiled pota- 
toes to fill a cup. Chop fine 
one-half cup of celery leaves, 
one small onion and one table- 
spoon of minced parsley. Mix 
thoroughly with one-half tea- 
spoon of celery salt, salt and 
pepper to taste. Add the yolks 
ef two eggs and work all to- 
gether. Form into cakes, dip 
in beaten egg and roll in fine 
breadcrumbs.

Ginger Apple Pie. 

Peel, core and slice eight me- 
dium sized apples. In a shallow 
pan make a syrup of one-half 
cup of sugar and one-fourth cup 
of water and in it cook one 
half of the apples at a time 
until apples begin to soften but 
are not thoroughly cooked. 
Drain off remaining syrup and 
spread apples over the bottom 
of a large pie plate. Make a 
ginger bread as follows. Mix 
one-fourth cup of butter with 
one-third cup of sugar, add one- 
half cup of molasses, one egg 
well beaten, one and one-fourth 
cups of sifted flour mixed with 
one teaspoon of soda, one tea- 
spoon each of ginger, nutmeg, 
cinnamon and cloves, a pinch 
of salt and the last thing add 
one-half cup of hot water. Pour 
the gingerbread over the apples 
and bake about 40 minutes in 
a moderate oven. Serve with a 
thin custard or foamy sauce. 


Custard Sauce. 

Scald one and one-half cups 
of milk and add three egg yolks 
well beaten with one-fourth cup 
of sugar, a pinch of salt and 
one teaspoon of vanilla. Cook 
until thick, strain and chill. 


Foamy Brandy Sauce. 
One-fourth cup of ‘butter. 
One cup brown sugar. 

Two tablespoons of brandy 
flavoring. : 

Yolks of two eggs. 

One-half cup of cream. 

Whites of two eggs. 

Cream butter and add grad- 
ually, while beating constantly, 
the sugar; then very slowly add 
the brandy flavoring, the well- 
beaten yolks of eggs and the 
cream. Cook in a double boiler, 
stirring constantly until mixture 
thickens, then pour gradually 
on the stiffly beaten whites of 
eggs.

HEALTH

Health Fundamentals 
T cos a: is a mounting mass of 


do’s and don’ts confronting the 
average person interested in 
safeguarding his own health and 
that of those dependent upon him. 

At times this array becomes bé- 
wildering, particularly if one tries 
to determine what is fundamental- 
ly essential in safeguarding the 
health of children. 

Food, rest, exercise and basic 
cleanliness encompass the essen- 
tials of good child hygiene. In food 
the items of importance may be 


‘| listed as follows: 


Regular meals at specific hours; 
a good breakfast before the child 
goes to school; a warm breakfast 
in winter time; milk to the amount 
of about one quart a day; the daily 
consumption of oranges or grape- 
fruit, green vegetables, eggs, but- 
ter, cream and cheese. 


These constitute the so-called 
protective foods. They supply the 
child essential vitamins and min- 
eral substances. To these as the 
basis of the diet, other foods, meat, 
fish, bread, cereals, sweets and des- 
serts may be added. 


Rest is an absolute essential. 
The growing child daily needs from 
nine to 11 hours’ rest depending 
upon its age. The child should re- 
tire before 9 o’clock in the evening. 
The underweight, high-strung, 
nervous child, the child that re- 
cently suffered a debilitating, in- 
fectious or other disease, needs ex- 
tra rest. 


An hour’s rest after school, even 
if the child does not manage to fall 
asleep, will aid it to build up its 
depleted energy reserves and to 
catch up in lost growth and de- 
velopment. 


Exercise is an item that ordi- 
narily need not be particularly 
watched, for the reason that if the 
child is healthy, it is naturally in- 
clined to play and to exercise. 


Indeed, children are likely to 
over-exercise. When subjected to 
excessive stimulation, they are in- 
clined to fatigue themselves. 

On the score of cleanliness, the 
fundamental essential is that the 
child should be taught to keep 
everything but food and a tooth 
brush out of its mouth.
